WHITEHALL The Admiralty watches this disastrous war with dismay.

England is willing to discuss whatever net hods may be availp- 
ble to reward the Italians in exchange for the required transfer of 
power, which would, of course, take many years and would have to he 
accomplished with extreme delicacy and close coo.rdiJ1at.ion. The al- 
ternative is a continued stalemate in the war ending when a princi- 
pal member of the Alliance fails to transfer orders. 

VIENNA Again, the Austrian Government offers to make peace with the 

Italians. It is hoped that some .modus vlvendl can be ar- 
ranged before the English are in a position to "destroy her allies 
and dominate Europe.

GAMESMASTER'S SUMMARY M assif III was begun in sTab 27, on 18 Febru- 
ary 1966, ending some 19~months later,. Its 
conclusion in 1909 makes it the rapidest game ever run in sTab . . « 
the number of missed moves and of defaulting players sets a record 
for this magazine, too, and produces a game unusual in the extreme. 

In 1901 England landed an Army in Belgium, while Germany moved 
against Russia. Italy, betraying some indecision, first moved to 
Piedmont and then to Tyrclia, meanwhile convoying an Army to Tunis 
in what was then known as the Smythe strategy for Italy (Fleet to 
Ionian, convoy to Tunis, build Fleet Naples, 'then either hit Turkey 
by going for the Eastern Med, or strike at Frande). Turkey was hos- 
tile to Austria (and remained so for the duration). 

In the second year of the game England and Germany cooperated 
on a Spring invasion of France, but Germany was caught completely 
unprepared when in the Fall of 1902 England and France turned on him, 
seizing Holland and outflanking him generally. On the other side of 
the board, Italy and Austria were cooperating against Russia and 
Turkey, and Russia was missing moves, Russia's collapse at the be- 
ginning of 1902 set the tone for the game, and discouraged his ally 
Turkey to a great extent. 

In 1903 England and France launched a Mediterranean campaign 
which saw an English Fleet take Tunis in Fall 1903. While Germany 
managed to put a fleet into London, Schultz was gadly battered as 
Italy took a hand and captured Munich. Austria began to surround 
Turkey by capturing S'evastapol and it looked as though Italy and 
Austria, by leaping into the vacuum created by Russia's default might 
be able to contain England and France while eliminating Turkey. 

England and France evidently had a builds agreement which 
required that England build only fleets and France only armies. By 
the end of 1903, England had 7 fleets and 1 army, while France had 5 
armies and 1 fleet. This agreement was adhered to until lato in the 
game, and was then broken only "by England. 
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In 1 90^ Germany began to miss moves, as Italy. The collapse 
of two more major powers, both facing England .and France, made 
advance swift for Turner and Zelazny, who had only Austria and Tur- 
key to face as active opponents. And Austria and Turkey were at 
war. By the end of 1905, England had 11 Fleets and 1 Army., 

By this time France had already conceded the win to England 
in return for second place, so all that remained in the last 5 years 
of play was to determine the conditions of victory, Italy awakened 
briefly in 1907, leading to his elimination in 1908, and Turfey showed 
some signs of life in his latter days. All in all, however, the game 
was horribly marred by missed moves. Only England managed to submit 
fevery move. Austria failed to build in 1905 after struggling to 
put himself in position to do so, and hastened his downfall. But the 
cessation of activity by Germany , Italy, Russia and Turkey while 
strong, if not at the height of their power, so badly unbalanced the 
game that general analysis breaks down. It is impossible to say., 
where mistakes were made when at times nearly half the board was in- 
active. Notably, it was the older players C'astora, MacKenzie, 
and Schultz — who did most of the move missing, and' the newer players 
(or so they were when. the game began) who had the best records. 

Congratulations/ to Monte Zelazny on his third win, and to 
Charles Turner and Dave Francis for playing the game out.

Beshara telephone game. My own feeling is that this game should not 
be counted in ratings, etc. I think that telephone and postal Di- 
plomacy are two entirely different things. For one thing, take the 
matter of communication. In a postal game, most people never write, 
In most of my games I find myself corresponding with only one main 
ally most of the time (after the first year or two). 

On the other hand, in a telephone everybody talks to everyone 
else during each move season. It's like an cver-the-board game in 
that respect. 

On the crucial question of stability of alliances and degree of 
backstabbing, postal play and telephone play are poles apart, with 
cver-the-board play in the middle. Postal games appear to be the 
most honest$ there's something about the written word which inhibits 
most people. Also , what you put on paper may be forwarded to a 
third party. 

In an over-the-board game, you can see who is talking to whom, 
so you often have some warning of an impending backstab. 

On the other hand, in telephone play, the sky is the limit. To 
illustrate the differences In our two games ((the two games in which 
both Gene and I play)), 1968F and 1968G, I know of no real backstabs 
that have taken place in the entire game, no occasions where a player 
has written a lying letter and stabbed the recipient that move, or 
where a player has suddenly turned on an unsuspecting ally and at- 
tacked him. In my 1^ postal games, I think I've only been double 
crossed three or four times to tal, and only perpetrated about the 
same number myself. 

By contrast, in this one telephone game, I've been stabbed 
seven times' In other words, there's been more treachery in one 
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telephone game than in 1*+ postal games combined, Maybe It - p j-j.st. 
that we city slickers from New York are all a don of thieve,? i how- 
ever, I think it demonstrates that postal and telephone play 'are 
two different games. 

Another point; In postal play, players who write a lot of 
letters do better than their tactical' ability warrants^ on the 
other hand j. you have good tacticians who seldom write letters and 
their postal results suffer. ((Don't you think letter-writing is 
part of what makes a"good" postal diplomacy player.)) In any event, 
when you rate postal games, you're rating the communication factor 
as well, and the ability to convince by letter, which is entirely 
dif'f3rent from the ability to negotiate over the phone. 

((I agree with you, and I should have preceded the number given 
to Beshara's game by a "#'", which was Wells' original symbol for a 
game which had been given a number, but which he felt was a variant 
-- like Peery's 35 supply center game, / I will also use this symbol 
when, next issue, I assign numbers to those games using the Key 
rule, Assigning them a number gives the games a handy' label for 
those who don't consider them a variant, and who consequently wish 
to srate them. But by putting a # before a number, I indicate that I 
think it's a variant. Numbers are assigned to games as a convenience 
for players, gamesmasters , and rating list buffs... but I'll be 
damned if I want to set myself up as the arbiter of what everyone 
is to consider a "regular" and a "variant" game. Your points are
